COUNTY HOSPITAL DATE 
SET FOR SPECIAL POLL 


Two Sites Offered For Building 
While Others Want to Fur­ 
nish Rooms in Unit 


The agreement of the county 
board of 
commissioners to 
a 
compromise proposal of 
Adol­ 
phus Cameron, county survey or, 
bids fair to wipe away any dis­ 
agreements that would 
inter­ 
fere further with the work 
of 
paving streets in Rushville under 
the present paving program. 
The proposal made by Survey ­ 
or Cameron was accepted after 
much discussion on the part of 
the board. The high-lights 
of 
the compromise follow: That the 
city shall raise the west curb and 
gutter along Main street south 
of.the Boulevard bridge; 
that 
the paving shall conform with 
the curb and gutter already in­ 
stalled on Morgan street north 
from Eleventh to 
Fourteenth 
street and thence to Main 
on t 
Fourteenth street; 
that 
Arvel 
Herkless shall be emnloved as a 
deputy engineer in the survey ­ 
or’s office for ditch work only, 
and receive back pay of $175. 
The period of employ ment for 
Herkless was placed at 90 davs. 
Contractor Beard stated that he 
could complete his contract here 
in the next three weeks if con­ 
ditions are favorable. A 
short 
section on Main street and 
a 
short run on Perkins is all that 
remains in addition to the Mor­ 
gan and Fourteenth street par­ 
cel. 
It was also stipulated bv the 
commissioners in their compro­ 
mise agreement that 
Cameron 
himself, should be on the paving 
contracts to see that the work 
was done satisfactorily . Herkless 
was limited entirely to 
ditch 
work. Cameron asked for an as­ 
sistant who was familiar 
with 
cement construction. 
The steam shovel has already 
excavated much of the Morgan 
street .iob and the cement mixer 
has been moved to that location 
preparatory to pouring cement 
when a settlement had 
been 
made as to the grade at this 
point. An order similar to that 
passed bv the board of commis­ 
sioners will be filed with the cir­ 
cuit court for approval. 
The commissioners a No heard 
and accepted the petition 
for 
Rush county ’s new $150,000 hos­ 
pital. The petition was a bulkv 
one rontaing 1094 
signatures 
The board set the ^ate for the 
snecial election as Tuesdav. Sep­ 
tember 18 . Some of the biggest 
land owners and the fo^m ost 
clubs and societies signed 
the 
petition as a bodv. 
Fred Bell, chairman of

interest in a hospital for 'Rush 
county is high. Already 
two 
sites have been offered the coun­

7.—(U.R)—Chains 
were affixed today to the sub­ 
marine F-4, ly ing 100 feet be­ 
neath the surface of the Adri­ 
atic Sea after a collision with 
the destroy er Missori. Officials 
had every hope that with the 
arrival of calm weather the two 
officers 
and 
29 
men 
aboard 
would be saved. 
The submarine rammed the 
destroy er during maneuvers off 
Brioni Island, near the south­ 
ern tip of the Istria Peninsula, 
and sank slowly to the bottom. 
Rescue work was begun im­ 
mediately . Airplanes circled ov­ 
erhead and despite the unusual 
roughness of thé water, were 
able to sight the stricken ship. 
The Scout Cruiser Bridisi be­ 
gan efforts to establish contact 
with the craft. Divers estab­ 
lished 
"acoustic” 
communica­ 
tion with the submarine by tap­ 
ping on the steel hull. 
In command of the ship were 
Commander Wiel 
and 
Ensign 
Fasulo, both known as valorous 
officers who would be at their 
best in an emergency. 
They 
tapped out that they 


were all right, and that the crew 
was also. 
Word of 
the 
disaster 
was 
flashed to the Pola Naval base, 
and all available ships of all 
classes put out 
under forced 
draft for the scene. 
This morning, telephone com­ 
munication had been establish­ 
ed between the F-14 and the 
Scout Cruiser Aquila, standing 
by close above it. 
A little later divers, with ap­ 
parently little difficulty, 
suc­ 
ceeded in 
inserting air tubes 
into the ship. Finally chains 
were let down and divers m an­ 
aged to encircle the submarine 
with them—giving hope of early 
rescue to,the men emprisoned. 
Admiral Foschini is directing 
the work, which is being hind­ 
ered by the rough waters. Of­ 
ficials at the navy department 
here are 
optimistic over the 
chance of raising the submarine 
as soon as the water subsides, 
particularly as the F-14 is of 
small dimensions. 
The F-14 is an old ty pe of 
submarine. She was launched 
in 1917, and is of 255 tons. Her 
length is 147.5 feet. She car-

Rome, Aug. 7—(U.R)—Com- 


munication suddenly ceased 
with the sunken submarine 
F-14 jn the Adriatic sea to- 
day just 
after 
the little 


craft had sent a message to 
•rescue ships that 22 of her 
crew were known to be alive, 
and the work of raising the 
ship had been started. 


Rome, Aug. 7.—(U.R)—Chains 


were affixed today to the sub- 
marine F-4, lying 100 feet be- 
neath the surface -of the Adri- 
atic Sea after a collision with 
the destroyer Missori., Officials 
had every hope that with the 
arrival of calm weather the two 
officers 
and 
29 men aboard 


..would .be saved. 
. . . . . 
The submarine rammed' the 


destroyer during maneuvers off 
Brioni Island, near the south- 
ern tip of the Istria Peninsula, 
and sank slowly to.the bottom. 


Rescue work was begun im- 


mediately. Airplanes circled ov- 
erhead and despite the unusual 
roughness of .thS water, were 
able to sight the stricken ship. 


The Scout Cruiser Bridisi be- 


gan efforts to establish contact 
with the craft. Divers estab- 
lished "acoustic" communica- 
tion with the submarine by tap- 
ping on the steel hull. 


In command of the ship were 


Commander Wiel and Ensign 
Fasulo, both known as valorous 
officers who would be at their 
best in an emergency. 


They, tapped out that they 


I -\yere all right, and that the crew 
was also. 


Word of the 
disaster 
was 


flashed to the Pola Naval base, 
and all available ships. of all 
classes put out under forced 
draft for the scene. 


This morning, telephone com- 


munication had been establish- 
ed between the F-14 and the 
Scout Cruiser Aquila, standing 
by close above it. 


A little later divers, with ap- 


parently little difficulty, 
suc- 


ceeded in inserting air tubes 
into the ship. Finally chains 
were let down and divers man- 
aged to encircle the submarine 
with them—giving hope of early 
rescue to,the men emprisoned. • 


Admiral Foschifii is directing 


the work, which is being hind- 
ered by the rough waters. Ofr 
ficials at the navy department 
here are optimistic . over ,the 
chance of raising the submarine 
as soon as the water subsides, 
particularly as the F-14 is of 
small dimensions.

lieved in democracy. But he did not believe 
that a democracy was possible in any state that 
had more than a thousand voters. This was be- 
cause a candidate for office in a large state could 
not hope to address- all of the voters; the per- 
sonal touch would be lost, and elections could 
not be conducted intelligently. 


Today, in a country of 120,000,000 people, we 


are coming closer to this "personal touch" than 
Plato would have dreamed possible. 


Through the radio, it is possible for practi- 


cally every citizen in the country to hear politi- 
can candidates speak. 
Herbert Hoover and Al 


Smith can make speeches in California and New 
York, respectively, and be heard all over the 
country. Every voter can hear, personally, what 
they have to say. 


"Itiis has an importance to our democracy 


hardly to be overestimated. For all our great 
size, we are getting back to the intimate contact 
between candidate and voter that was Plato's 
ideal.

"It is a far cry from an old-fashioned farm 


with its endless drudgery to a modern farm with 
electric service — with an electric range, water 
pumped by electricity, home and barns and out- 
buildings electrically lighted, electric hay hoists, 
milking machines, electric refrigeration for gen- 
eral utility purposes. 
All that electricity has 


done for the city home and for the factory it is 
coming to do for the farm and the farm home."

Smith's statement reiterating

-was by representations from some 
eastern Republican national com- 
jiiitteemen that Herbert Hoover 
should say something to help them 
corral wet votes in their area, is 
not going to stampede Hoover on 
'the wet and dry issue. 


Hoover is likely to be found 


taking the position that pro- 
hibition is not properly a partisan 
question. It was effected by legis- 
lation OH a non-partisan basis at 
a time when two-thirds of the na- 
tion was already dry by law. The 
history of the prohibition move- 
ment'shows that it has always had 
this non-partisan character. Hop- 
ver's reasoning is therefore likely 
to te that, if the experiment of 
prohibition is a failure, or if the 
present laws are too drastic or in- 
adequate, the situation ought to 
be solved without any of the com- 
plications of partisan polities.

T"VHE Smith statement seems un- 
•^ fortunate, as a matter of fact, 
to some advocates of modification. 
They have felt that if solution of 
the problem lay in any direction 
other than a continuation of the 
present national policy, that solu- 
tion must be worked out intelli- 
gently, free from personal or po- 
litical prejudice and with only the 
national welfare in mind. They 
see Smith making a social prob- 
lem a political football.

A FRUIT COCKTAIL MUST BE 


"PIQUANT" TO BE A TRUE ONE 


It is possible to obtain an al- 


most unlimited variety of fruits 
at this time of year and the wise 
hostess will make use of the op- 
portunity to serve some tasty 
cocktails as appetizers at a din- 
ner. 


What pass hi even the better 


places as "fruit cocktails" are 
simply a mixture of cut up fruit 
sweetened, and not always se- 


, lected for the best combination 


of flavors at that. Really, a cock- 
tail must have a piquant flavor- 
ing, must appetize, to be a cock- 
tail at all. This flavoring is pro- 
ducjed by adding a little salt, red 
pepper, and lemon juice in pro- 


• per proportion, a little coridal 


home made wine, minced olives 
gingerale or cider or 
whipped 


sherry jell. Mint or blackberry 
jelly whipped or chopped, is very 
good with fruit giving an unus- 
ual flavor. A few drops of almond 
flavoring or rum flavoring whip- 
ped through the jelly is also nice. 


A good recipe for peach cock- 


tail is as follows: Pare 
four 


large, ripe peaches of good flav- 
or, cut them in small pieces and 
dust them with a tablespoonful 
of sugar. Take a small ripe can- 
teloupe and scoop out balls with a 
small scoop, mix with the peach 
and add a tablespoonful of grat- 
ed canned pineapple. Add a ta- 
blespoonful of lemon juice, a 
half teaspoonful of salt, a half 


• teaspoonful of 
red pepper, 
a 


teaspoonful of minced green ol- 
-iyes and a 
tablespoonful of 


homemade wine, 
creme 
de 


menthe, or other available cord- 
ial. Mix -lightly, serve in small 
cocktail glasses and top with a 
maraschino cherry, or candied 
mint leaf The flavors in this 
combination heighten each oth- 
er.. If more pineapple had been 
added it would have dominated 
and spoiled the character of the 
peach. The melon is simply 
a 


carrier for the flavoring.
